CHARGES BROKER KEPT
HIS STOCK AND MONEY

Or. Wheelock Announces Lar-
ceny Charge Against Shewry.

I>r. W. E. Wheelock of Rockvllle Centre,announced yesterday that he wilt
take before Charles R. Weeks. District
Attorney of Nassau county, a complaint
of grand larceny against Charles Willism Shewry, partner In Shewry & Falkland,stock brokers of 40S Broadway,
who failed last spring.. He said ho is
going to Nassau because he was unable
to get an Indictment in New York
county.
Dr. Wheelock says that shortly before

the Shewry & Falkland failure he gave
to Shewry $1,350 in cash and five shares
of American Telephone A Telegraph
stock, and to Mrs. Shewry for delivery
to the firm 100 shares of General
Motors, for the purchase of 100 shares
of Columbia Gas & Electric and 100
California Petroleum, the first on par-1
tial payments and the second on mar-

gin. The telephone stock was deposited
merely as security for future payments,
Dr. Wheelock says, und was not to be
mild.
A few days before the failure, Dr.

"Wheelock asked that his account be
closed out. This was not done, he says,
and ho has never been able to recover
his money or securities.
